BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 





Another Man Who Says It Is Not Trans- 
missible. 


(Paper by Hon. J. M. Bishop at Ore- 
gon Dairy Convention). 

Tuberculosis, scientifically speaking, 
is the implantation and growth of the 
tubercle bacillus in the tissues of a hu- 
man being or an animal. The tubercle 
bacillus is a rod-shaped micro-organ- 


g ism, and about one six-thousandths of 


an inch in thickness. Popularly speak- 
ing, consumption and tuberculosis are 
one and the same thing. 

The bacillus of tuberculosis was dis- 
covered by the eminent scientist of 
Germany, Robert Koch, in 1882. He 
afterwards, in his address before the 
British congress on tuberculosis, stated 
and maintained that human tuberculo- 
sis differs from tuberculosis 
and cannot be transmitted to eattle, 
also that bovine tuberculosis cannot be

transmitted to human beings in the 
natural way.

is found among many people, and can 
be demonstrated ‘by the aid of history.

In our study of tuberculosis we find 


that people who follow certain voca- 


tions are more prone to contract this 


disease than others. Stone-cutters, 
cigar-makers, printers, glass-blowers, 


clerks, bar-tenders contribute by far 
more than their quota to the great num- 
ber who die of consumption each year, 
while those whose work requires that 
they spend much of their time in the 
open air, suffer the least. The farmer, 
especially the dairy farmer, contributes 
the least of any class to the long list 
of consumptives. 


Well may consumption be called a 
house disease; its beginning and end 
are in the house; the germs are picked 
up in the house, and the patient finally 
succumbs in the house. The tubercle 
bacillus in every sense is a house plant, 
for it finds its most favorable condi- 
tion for preservation, implantation and 
growth in the house. Houses which are 
occupied by consumptives, not only are 
breeding grounds for consumption dur- 
ing the life of the person afflicted, but 
for a long time after his death. As a 
tule they have a long list of deaths to 
their credit. 

When deaths from consumption in 
a given district are tabulated for a 
period of twenty-five years, it is found 
that they have occurred only in about 
one-fourth of the houses of the dis- 
trict. Side by side with the eontamin- 
ated houses, stand houses which have 
remained free from the disease. ‘ine 
recurrence of the disease in _ certain 
houses and non-occurrence in others, 
standing side by side with them, shows 
how much the tubercle bacillus depends 
upon the house for implantation, and 
that consumption is a house-disease. 


Many need sunlight and fresh air for 
prosperity, the tubercle bacillus needs 
darkness and stagnant air, hence houses 
which ‘are devoid of an abundance of 
sunlight and fresh air, furnish ideal 
conditions for the development of the 
consumption germ. Usually in our cit- 
ies houses are built too close together 
for the sun and air to get at them and 
through them. Streets that have but 
one outlet have a higher death rate 
from consumption than have streets 
that are cut through. Houses which 
stand back to back have a higher death 
rate than have houses which run from 
street to street.

In fact, it was thought that 
nen gave the disease to animals. Oth- 
ers reversed the situation and conelud- 
ed that man got tuberculosis from cat- 
tle. The fact that man ate meat and 
drank milk was sufficient evidence with 
these to warrant their conclusion. 

“o generally did these latter views 
«ome to be held that measures were 
inaugurated all over the world for the 
suppression of tuberculosis among ca 
tle, with the avowed purpose of stamp- 
ing out the disease among human be- 
ings. 

Governments took up the matter and 
bureaus were established for the inspec- 
tion of dairy herds. Laws were passed 
for the condemnation and destruction 

cows suffering from tuberculosis. 

rt after Herd of the finest milch 
cows were destroyed in the mad stam- 
pede ive human beings from the 
great white playue. Often times, too, 
the destruction went on when the herd 
was healthy to the eve, with no evi- 
dence of disease exeept in the tubereu- 
lin test. The identity of human and 


animal tuberculosis was interpreted to 


mean transmissibility, and the con 
clusion was hastened by the close re- 
lationship between man and domestic 
animals. Having once jumped at the 
conclusion, it was easy to support it 
because of the abundance of plausible 
evidence everywhere at hand. 

Modern scientists, peer among whom 
s and the eminent German before men- 
tioned, have exploded the fallacy of 
this theory, and have put an end to 
this reedle:s destruction of our dairy 
herds. They have clearly demonstrated 
that identity between human and ani- 
mal ‘uberculosis does not necessarily 
mean transmissibility. 

In order to be transmissible, the 
consumptive germ must find in the nu- 
man congenial soil in which to grow. 
Many experiments have been performed 
on many kinds of animals to elucidate 
this subject, and in all it has been evi- 
dent that animals are not cungenial 
soil for human tubercle bacilli. On the 
other hand, while it has been more dif- 
ficult to determine the congeniality of 
human soil for animal tubercle bacilli, 
accident has supplied the information 
which such experiments would give. 
Veterinary surgeons and butchers have 
accidentally inoculated themselves with 
animal tuberculosis. The growth which 
has followed such inoculation has, in all 
cases recorded, recovered upon excision 
of the growth. 

The low death rate from tuberculosis 
in children is a strong argument against 
the view held by many that cows’ milk 
is a means of transmitting the disease. 
In children the lower death rate from 
tuberculosis is during the age period 
when they are most dependent on cows’ 
milk for their food. 

Just as strong an argument is at 
hand in the fact that the death rate of 


dairy farmers and their families is the 
lowest of all classes. No undisputable 
case has been put on record in which 
human tuberculosis has been contracted 
by the use of milk. A few cases have 
been recorded which they believe to 
have been contracted in this way. 

In none of them, however, was there 
nore than circumstantial evidence, and 
in none could eantagion from human 
ourees be exeluded. 

In the light of our present knowl: 
elge it may be unhesitatingly said that 
there is practically no danger of con- 
tracting tuberculosis ‘from the use of 
cows’ milk. It is even quite possible 
that a libernl use of milk as a diet 
vives a cer ain protection against the 
disease.

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ECONOMY OF THE ROUND DAIRY 
BARN. 


The planning, construction, and ar- 
riugement of farm buildings dv not 
usually receive the thought and study 
thcse subjects warrant. How many 
dairvmen have compared a circular, 40- 
cow barn with the common rectangular 
building containing the same area? 
How many understand that the circular. 
structure is much the stronger; that 
the rectangular form requires 22 per 
cent. more wall and foundation to en- 
close the same space; and that the 
cost of material is from 34 to 58 per 
cent. more for the rectangular building? 


To the writer’s knowledge, hereto: 
fore there has never been published a 
carefully figured out, detailed compari- 
son of a properly constructed circular 
barn with the rectangular barn. The 
objections that have been raised to 
round barns have usually been made 
by people who have not gotten far

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KEEP VOCATIONAL STUDIES OUT 
OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 


In an address before the New York 
State Agricultural Society in Albany 
President Schurman voiced the follow- 
ing sentiments, which are very close to 
these entertained by the editor of the 
H.-F. World: 

‘‘There are those who would intro- 
duce agriculture into the elementary 
schvols. In any formal way this is 
surely a mistake. We owe it to the 
children of the elementary schools to 
educate them as human beings. It is 
a great thing to be a farmer; but it 
is a still greater thing to be a man. 
Any attempt to introduce the formal 
study of agriculture into the elemen- 
tary schools would, I fear, undermine 
the present system of elementary edu- 
eation without producing much practi- 
eal result in the way of agricultural 
education. 





‘¢And the children are at that stage 
too young and immature for vocational 
studies. The most that can be done 
is to put them in sympathy with na- 
ture, with common life, and with the 
occupations of their fathers and moth-

‘‘AN ITEM OF EVIDENCE.’’

It has sometimes been charged that 





while Holstein-Friesian cows may be 
the largest producers they do it at a 
greater cost for feeds per unit value 
than do other breeds. The question 
may not ever be settled in the minds 
of all men, but I came across a bit of 
evidence the other day that may be of 


interest to the common farmer directly, 


and incidentally to the breeder. It was 
at one of the Experiment Stations out- 
side of New England, where cows are 
fed much ag are those kept on most of 
our better dairy farms, but in addi- 
tion the exact quantity of everything 
fed is known to the fraction. Among 
the cows, most of which are Jerseys 
either pure-bred or grades, is one grade 
Holstein, sired by a pure-bred Holstein 
bull. This cqw on grain feed that 
never exceeded eight pounds a day, pro- 
duced in a year between eleven and 
twelve thousand pounds of milk. The 
cost of feeds was less than fifty-five 
dollars and the cost of feeds for pro- 
ducing a hundred weight of milk aver- 
aged for the year 46.1 cents. The but- 
ter fat was produced at a cost of 11.3 
cents a pound. Most of the other cows 
produced milk at a cost around 90 cents 
a hundred, and some were over a dol- 
lar, while the production of butter fat 
cost for the most part about fifteen 
cents. It ig true that this may be an 
exceptional cow, but even then the 
difference ig so much in. favor of the 
Holstein-Friesian blood, that the in- 
stance may well be admitted as an item 
of evidence.

SOME H.-F. RECORDS. 


F. H. White of Maplewood Farm, 
Richfield Springs, has recently 
pleted Official Butter tests of some of 
his Holstein-Friesian cows, under the 
supervision of I. U. Scott of Cornell 
University. The results obtained, while 
not breaking any world’s records, are 
quite gratifying to a beginner in the 
business. 

All but one were seven-day tests, the 
single exception being a thirty-day re 
cord on Kalsora Segis Posch, a heifer 
two years and twenty-eight days old.

Ithaca’s torial in the Jan 
“Jag” Car. uary 22d issue of the 








World, we publish 
this clipping from the Ithaca Daily 
News of January 25th. It seems to cor- 
roborate some of vour statements in that 
editorial: 

‘“The ‘Jag’ ear will be run, if the 
city authorities have to import the 
military to do it. Mayor Horton an 
nounced to day that the celebrated car, 
which leaves for ‘‘The Hill’’ about 
midnight, will be protected at all haz- 
ards, and that he had instructed Man- 
ager R. L. Post of the Ithaca Street 
Railway Company that the company 
would be protected to the limit of the 
executive power. Manager Post said 
he had been assured full police protec- 
tion and that the company would un 
dertake to run the ear as per schedule. 

‘‘The action of the mayor was due 
directly to a riot which occurred on 
the late car last Saturday night, when 
students mobbed tthe car and compelled 
the crew to run it to the barn. Con 
siderable criticism ensued, because, it 
was held, the trolley people should not 
permit the students to demoralize the 
schedule, but should appeal to the police 
for protection. 

‘‘But Saturday night’s riot was not 
the first that had oceurred. Many a 
time the ear has been praetically run 
by studeuts, who have taken posses- 
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sion, jostled everybody, passed profane 
und obscene remarks in the presence of 
women and run things generally with 
a high hand. Now the city authorities 
have been appealed to, and Mayor Hor 
ton has determined to test the ques- 
tion: ‘Shall the students be permitted 
to run the ‘jag’ car, or is law and order 
to be maintained?’’ 
Mayor Horton’s Statement. 

‘‘The mayor made this statement to- 
day, following a conference yesterday 
afternoon with Police Chief Buck: 

‘¢¢The police have been instruc’ ed 
to protect passengers on the last car 
from the disorderly conduct of the 
students. The city does not intend to 
have women insulted who may have 
occasion to use that car. The car was 
pdaced on the schedule for the accom- 
modation of anyone who may desire to 
ride, and is not especially for students. 

‘“*T have told Manager Post of the 
trolley company that he shall have pro 
tection each night. The ear is to be 
run every night according to schedule. 
The police have been instructed to ar 
rest hereafter anyone who in any way 
interferes with the car or the men in 
charge of it. Examples will be made 
of perosns who fail to heed the warn- 
ing.’ 

Here we find the city of Ithaca 
wrought up to a high pitch of indigna- 
tion because the students when full of 
booze are not as gentlemanly as they 
should be. Why should it be necessary 
to point out that if there were no

Instead of suppressing 
the traffic we find the city trying to 
perform the impossible feat of making 
drunken students behave like yentle- 
men by means of the police, arrests, 
and fines.

It is well known that a very large 
amount of government business is done 
through the post-oftice, free (I refer to 
the frauking privelege). It does not 
seem to me to be a fair mechod of do- 
ing business for the government to 
charge the cost of doing its own busi 
ness as a defict against the post-offices 
of the country. ; 

We hear the charge made that the 
government pays the railroads a much 
higher rate for carrying mails than the 
express companies do for carrying ex- 
press matter. If this is true, it has a 
sinis.er look to it. It seems to us that 
the government is in a position to se 
cure as low rates of transportation as 
any express company. 

We are confident that no measure 
could be enacted that would. confer 
ereater benefi's on the rural eommuni- 
ties than a liberal parcels post.
